Wallace Riley Enraged at the Mar­ 
riage Of His Daughter to Harry 
Allen, 
Attempts 
to 
Kill 
the 
Boy’s 
Father, 
But 
Is 
Himself 
Shot Dead. 


Lebanon, 
Ind., 
June 
2.—Wallace 
Riley, for many years a highly 
re­ 
spected citizen of Lebanon, lies dead 
in Bechtel’s morgue, with a bullet in 
this brain, as a result of a shooting 
which took place 
between 
him and 
Thomas Allen, a prominent stock deal­ 
er, in the lobby of the Lebanon post­ 
office, at 8 o’clock Monday morning. 
The killing was partly due to the m ar-1 
riage of Miss Jessie Riley, the 24-year- 
old daughter of the victim, to Harry 
Allen, son of the slayer, aged 17. The 
young people had been “keeping com­ 
pany” for the last two years, but the 
parents of both parties objected to a 
marriage between them. 
Allen 
was 
sent away to school by his 
father. 
After his departure it was supposed 
the courtship had been discontinued, 
and everything moved along smoothly 
until last Friday evening, when Miss 
Riley came up to town and failed to 
return home. 
A search disclosed the 
fact that a marriage license had been 
issued. 
Mr. Riley was at the Clerk’s office 
when Clerk Scott came down Saturday 
morning. 
He was 
very 
angry, and 
abused the clerk and his deputies. He 
also accused the elder Allen of assist­ 
ing the couple, and went home after 
his revolver with the, avowed intention 
of killing Allen. 
All Saturday morn­ 
ing he spent searching for Allen, but 
did not find him until 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon. He greeted Allen with the 
words: 
“I’m going to kill you; pre­ 
pare to fight.” 
Riley drew his pistol 
and Allen threw up his hands, saying: 
“I’m unarmed; give me a chance to 
fight.” At this time friends se rra te d 
the two men, but early Monday morn­ 
ing Mr. Riley was on the street swear­ 
ing vengeance against Allen. He was 
standing on the southwest corner of 
the square when Allen drove by in his 
carriage on his road to the postoffice, 
where he stopped and alighted. Riley 
followed him and stationed himself at 
the door when Allen entered. 
After 
getting his mail the latter started to­ 
ward the door, where he met Arm­ 
strong, who held Riley during the pre 
vious difficulty. When they were near 
the door Riley stepped out and con­ 
fronted 
them. 
Drawing 
his 
pistol 
Riley exclaimed: “Tom Allen, defend 
yourself.” 
Armstrong 
jumped 
and 
grappled 
w ith Riley, attempting to wrest the 
weapon from him. Allen, who by this 
time had drawn his revolver, told Arm­ 
strong to let Riley loose, as he was 
ready for him, and Armstrong jumped 
out of the way. Then the firing began 
There is a difference of opinion as to 
who fired the first shot, but they were 
all in rapid succession. Riley fired two 
shots and Allen four. When the shoot­ 
ing had ceased Allen calmly put his 
weapon back into his pocket. 
Riley, 
who had fallen after the fourth shot 
was fired, was picked up dead. 
Two 
bullets had taken effect. One had en­ 
tered the right eye and passed entire­ 
ly through the brain, while the other 
had entered the right side of the body 
between the fifth and sixth ribs. Either 
would have proved fatal. 
Allen es­ 
caped unscathed, but his 10-year-old 
son, who had witnessed the affair from 
the carriage, received one of the bul­ 
lets in the calf of his leg. Allen walked 
to the jail unaccompanied and asked 
to be locked up. 
Riley came to Lebanon several years 
ago from Fleming county, Kentucky. 
He was always esteemed a good citi­ 
zen, but a bad man to have trouble 
with. He had indulged in no less than 
four shooting affairs prior to this one, 
but none of them resulted seriously. 
Allen has always borne a good repu­ 
tation. 
He is a native Kentuckian. 
Both men were wealthy and influen­ 
tial.

Washington, June 2.- -The final vote 
on the Butler bill to prohibit the issue 
of bonds will be taken in the senate 
today. No exact time for the vote has 
been fixed, the agreement being that 
it shall be taken before adjournment. 
Most of the session 
yesterday 
was 
given to debate on the bill, Mr. Cullom 
speaking against it as a step toward 
repudiation and Mr. Brown (Utah) in 
favor of this bill or of a resolution of­ 
fered by him declaring that “the sec­ 
retary of the treasury has no authority 
under the act of Jan. 14, 1875, to issue 
bonds in addition to those already is­ 
sued, and that any such bonds that 
may hereafter be issued by him would 
be without authority of law and void.” 
In introducing a bill for building the 
Nicaragua canal, Mr. Morgan 
(dem., 
Ala.) said it would, be most appropriate 
for the senate to pass the canal bill 
of last year. 
Final action could not 
be expected at this session, but in con­ 
nection with the favorable action of the 
house it would give satisfaction to the 
country. 
Mr. Sherman’s request for a vote at 
4 p. rn. on the filled-cheese bill was ob- 
ected to by Mr. Harris (dam., Tenn.) 
The partial conference report on the 
Indian appropriation bill, which has 
been contested for three days, was 
further debated. No action was taken 
up to 2 o’clock, when the bond b ’l was 
taken up, and Mr. Cullom spoke in 
opposition of the bill. 
Mr. Stewart (rep., Nev.) followed in 
support of the bill. 
Mr. Stewart was plied with questions 
by Senators Palmer, Vilas and Allison. 
Mr. Vilas wanted 
to know

Stewart would he be satisfied if silver 
was made a legal tender up to $50? 
Mr. Stewart replied that this would 
hamstring and bind the limbs of one 
of the metals.

Secretary M orton Says Silver S en tim en t 
Ie G row ing. 
W ashington, June 2.—Secretary Mor­ 
ton returned from his long trip in the 
west yesterday. 
He has been gone five 
weeks, has traveled about 10,000 miles 
and has seen a good many people and a 
good many things. He gives up all 
hope of a “sound money” majority at 
Chicago. 
He concedes the silver wing 
of the party a majority of IOO or more, 
and expects them to nominate a ticket 
and frame a platform which will be di­ 
rectly contrary to the policy of the 
present administration. 
He hopes the 
republicans at St. Louis will declare 
for a single gold standard, although he 
fears that convention will also be more 
or less influenced by the silver agita­ 
tion and offer a sop to the opposition. 
“The silver sentiment is universal 
all over the west,” said the secretary, 
“and it is growing. There is no hope 
of electing gold candidates anywhere 
in the w est”

Indianapolis, Ind., June 2.—The re 
suit of the contest between the two 
wings of the democratic party in £en 
tucky has, it is said, brought a good 
deal of cheer to the headquarters of 
Gov. Matthews.

M ean R ep u d iation . 
Washington, June 2.—Senator Cul­ 
lom spoke at considerable length in the 
senate Monday against the pending bill 
to prohibit the issue of bonds. 
He 
said in part: 
“No one on this floor deplores the 
issue of interest-bearing obligations by 
this government in time of peace more 
than I do. But does any senator ima­ 
gine that the cause which made the 
issue of bonds necessary, and which 
may require further issues, can be re­ 
moved by simply passing a bill prohib­ 
iting it? The consequences of the pas-, 
sage of the bill, if it shall become a 
law, to my mind are so far-reaching 
as to be simply appalling. In my opin­ 
ion, it would be the undoing of all 
that has been accomplished since the 
passage of the resumption act. 
It 
would mean the repudiation of our ob­ 
ligations. 
Its tendency would be to 
place this country at once upon a silver 
basis. 
It would seriously endanger 
every business concern In the country 
which has weathered thus far the ter­ 
rible financial storm of the last three 
years. It would throw out of employ­ 
ment hundreds of thousands of labor­ 
ing men and women who had begun to 
hope that the dawn of brighter days 
was at hand. It is wholly wanting in 
common honesty and would forever bq 
a blot upon the page of American his* 
tory.” 
Mr. Cullom declared that the United 
States alone could not restore silver as 
money, and added: “W hat the nations 
need is an international conference and 
ratio agreement, and every day makes 
it clearer to me that such a conference 
is sure to come, and I believe very 
soon. 
I am in favor of using all the 
silver as coin we can, and we may be 
able 
to use even more than we are 
now using, but the question of the 
standard should be settled. We should 
not depart from the gold standard until 
we can have the co-operation of other 
great commercial nations. For such a 
settlement of the financial question I 
hope and look.” 


W OR K IN H A RM O N Y . 


O ver T w e lv e H u nd red B urled. 
Moscow, June 2.—There were l,2fT 
fvictims buried Monday. The bodies of 
those who were identified and claimed 
by relatives were interred in private 
graves, but at tho expense of the muni­ 
cipality. Th© great number of the un­ 
identified dead were buried in eleven 
great trenches, each fifty yards long. 
The trenches were deep, and the muti­ 
lated bodies had to be placed close to­ 
gether to find room for them all. It is 
estimated that a total of 3,600 persons 
were killed and 1,200 persons injured, 
the majority of them fatally, by that 
disatrous crush on the Khodijnskoje 
plain on Saturday morning.

Hillsboror, 111., June 2.—The Mont­ 
gomery county democratic convention 
met here and selected delegates to the 
state, congressional and senatorial con­ 
ventions.

ExTresldent Harrison Points Out 
Needed legislation. 
In an article on “The Enforcement of 
the Baw,” General Harrison in Ladies’ 
Home Journal, directs attention to the 
need of legislation to insure protection 
to citizens of other countries living in 
the United States: “* 11 * There is, 
however, a class of 
nersons 
in the 
states to whom the direct protection of 
the United States is due, though no 
proper legislation 
has as yet 
been 
passed to make it effective. I refer to 
the citizens of foreign countries who, 
under treaties we have with such coun­ 
tries, are domiciled in the states, and 
to whom such treaties guarantee 
the 
protection of the law. As yet congress 
has not legislated to give the United 
States courts jurisdiction of p ’osecu-> 
tions for offenses against such 
per­ 
sons, in derogation 
of their 
treaty" 
rights. 
The killing cf some Italian 
subjects in New Orleans, in March, 
1891, and the demand of the Italian 
government for the punishment of tho 
offenders, 
and 
for 
an 
indemnity, 
brought this strange and unsatisfac­ 
tory condition of things very strongly 
to the attention of our government^ 
The United States had made a treaty 
with Italy giving certain rights to thq 
subjects of that kingdom living in this 
country. 
Yet when the demand was 
made that the offenders should be tried 
and punished we could only say the 
United States is powerless; we have 
left that to the state authorities and 
can only suggest that proceedings be 
taken by them. 
This was manifestly 
unsatisfactory. 
The 
United 
States 
made the treaty. Italy could not make 
a treaty with Louisiana, nor demand 
and indemnity of her. * * * Like in­ 
cidents have frequently occurred and 
will occur again, and congress should 
so legislate as to give the United States 
courts appropriate powers to protect 
those who are here in the ‘peace of the 
United States.’ ”
